Commissioner Edward B. Boyer 
was absent from the meeting. 
Today, w ith Boyer present, Bod­ 
ley did not renew his motion to 
fire Delp. a Levittown Republican 
and a Bristol Township commis­ 
sioner. 
Bodley’s criticism of Delp was 
based on Delp’s inability to pro­ 
duce the records last week. Bod­ 
ley said that Delp had declined 
to appear at previous commission 
meetings when asked. 
Because Delp had failed to pro­ 
duce the records late last year, 
Bodley said, the auditor general 
had ordered the county to transfer 
some $12,000 from
